THE NAME OE AUSCHWITZ IS PERMANENTLY SEALED 
IN HISTORY'S MEMORY AS A SYMBOL OF THE SUFFERING 
AND TRAGEDY OF WORLD WAR II. IT HAS BEEN 
PRESERVED BY THE POLES AS A REMINDER OF THE FOUR 
MILLION PERSONS, REPRESENTING 28 NATIONALITIES, 

WHO DIED AFTER THE CONCENTRATION CAMP OPENED 
IN JUNE, 1940. ACTUALLY, OSWIECIM CONSISTED 
OF THREE CAMPS AND 39 SUB-CAMPS. OVER 12,000 
PERSONS DIED DAILY AT THE PEAK OF TNE NAZI EXTER- 
MINATIONS. A "MARTYRDOM MUSEUM" IN THE CAMP 
"AUSCHWITZ" EXISTS ALONG WITH OTHER GRAPHIC 
EXHIBITS OF THE HUMAN DEVASTATION WHICH OCCURRED 
THERE. THE MONUMENT "TO THE VICTIMS OE WARSAW, ' 
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CREATED BY POLISH AND ITALIAN ARCHITECTS AND 
UNVEILED IN 1966, IS LOCATED AT CAMP "BIRKENAU". 

THE NEARBY CITY OE OSWIECIM IS A SMALL INDUSTRIAL 
CENTER (POPULATION: APPROXIMATELY 50,000) AT THE 
CONFLUENCE OF THE SOLA AND VISTULA RIVERS, ABOUT 
35 MILES FROM KRAKOW. 

WAWEL 

WAWEL IS THE LARGEST AND MOST IMPRESSIVE OF 
ALL POLISH CASTLES. THE FORMER RESIDENCE OE 
POLISH ROYALTY COMBINES A GOTHIC RENAISSANCE 
CASTLE AND A GOTHIC CATHEDRAL ERECTED ON A 
FORTIFIEDHILL (781 FEET HIGH) OVERLOOKING THE 
VISTULA RIVER. A SETTLEMENT HAS EXISTED AT THIS 
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LOCATION SINCE PREHISTORIC TIMES. IN THE I2TH 
CENTURY, THE AREA BECAME AN ARISTOCRATIC AND ROYAL 
RESIDENCE, THE PRESENT CATHEDRAL BUILDING 
(THE THIRD IN SUCCESSION) AND THE CASTLE WERE 
CONSTRUCTED IN THE I5TH CENTURY. THE ROYAL 
CASTLE WAS BUILT BY KING CASIMIR THE GREAT, 

WHO DISTINGUISHED HIMSELF AMONG POLISH MONARCHS 
AS A PATRON OF EDUCATION AND THE ARTS. FURTHER 
WORK ON THE BUILDING TOOK PLACE IN THE 
16TH CENTURY UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE ITALIAN 
ARCHITECTS, DURING THE PARTITION OF POLAND IN THE 
19TH CENTURY, THE CASTLE SERVED AS AN ARMY BARRACKS, 

BUT AFTER WORLD WAR I WAS RESTORED TO ITS ORIGINAL 
EXTERIOR AND INTERIOR GRANDEUR. IT HOUSES TODAY 
THE STATE MUSEUM OF ART WITH AN INVALUABLE 
COLLECTION OF ROYAL PAINTINGS, JEWELS, AND 
TAPESTRIES. 

THE CATHEDRAL, ENCIRCLED BY 18 CHAPELS, CONTAINS 
THE SEPULCHRES OF MANY POLISH KINGS, AS WELL AS THOSE 
OF THE POLISH LITERARY MASTB,?NJFXPS&G(7$PFSHP);:I$C; 
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
